Mr.  Herman  Dally  was  born  on  June  26,  1908.  He  received 
both  his  B.S.  in  Education  and  his  Masters  Degree  from  Ball  State. 
In  1944  he  came  to  Defiance  and  was  with  the  Physical  Educa- 
tion Department  until  1950.  At  that  time  he  was  head  basket- 
ball coach.  He  was  acting  Dean  of  the  college  from  1950  to  1956. 
The  following  year  he  was  Registrar,  and  from  1957  to  1962  he 
taught  in  the  Sociology  Department,  For  the  next  three  years, 
Mr.  Daly  taught  geography,  and  he  retired  in  1965. 

On  June  12,  1965,  Mr.  Dally  passed  away;  but  many  here  at 
The  Defiance  College  remember  him  as  a  man  who  played  a 
great  part  in  helping  our  college  grow.

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THE  WORLD  WE  LIVE  IN 


The  last  Defiance  College  Theater  produc- 
tion of  the  year  was  presented  as  part  of  the 
Festival  of  the  Arts  in  the  Sisson  Theater  on 
Saturday,  May   14. 

This  play  represents  a  revolt  against  the  ex- 
tremes of  romoticism  which  were  cramping 
nineteenth  century  theater.  As  with  any  move- 
ment which  takes  over  completely,  realism  be- 
came too  confining  for  playwrights,  directors, 
designers  and  actors.  Nearly  everyone  in  the- 
ater, except  perhaps  commercial  theater,  feels 
that  realism  is  artistically  sterile.  One  of  the 
earlier  attempts  to  break  away  from  it  was  the 
movement  known  as  expressionism.  It  began 
in  the  second  decade  of  this  century  although 
its  roots  lie  farther  bock  than  that.  It  is  a  frank- 
ly theatrical  movement  in  that  the  playwright 
always  remembers  that  he  is  working  with  an 


art  form  and  makes  no  pretense  to  presenting 
an  illusion  of  reality  in  character,  plot,  or  lo- 
cale. The  world,  in  an  expressionistic  play,  is 
seen  as  distorted  and  productions  are  usually 
stylized  in  acting  and  decor. 

Karel  and  Josef  Capek,  the  authors  of  the 
present  play,  are  Czechoslovakian.  Karel  Capek 
is  probably  best  known  for  his  play  entitled 
R.  U.  R.,  the  initials  of  Rossum's  Universal  Ro- 
bots, for  which  he  invented  the  word  "robot" 
from  the  Czechoslovakian  word  "rober"  mean- 
ing "work".  The  Insect  Comedy  was  written  in 
1  920  after  Capek  had  noted  the  strong  resem- 
blance to  human  actions  described  by  J.  H.  Fa- 
ber  in  his  La  Vie  des  Insects.  The  play  was 
banned  in  Germany  under  Hitler  because  of  the 
strong  anti-war  attitudes  expressed  in  the  third 
act.
